Citizens ol' Piocho are now passinjr 
through their heated term, the th er­ 
m om eter m arking at noon 112° in tlie 
shade. 
A fire at Carson City on Monday 
night, in the harness sliop of Janies 
Levid, destroyed S2,‘>00 worth of prop­ 
erty before being extinguished. 
At Iteno, Elko, W innem ucca, and 
all die cities of the plains, the weather 
is now intensely 
hot, the mercury 
standing nt from ICO to 110 degrees in 
the shade. 
On the 23d of June, says the Silver 
City Times, a,letter was mailed and 
post-marked at the V irginia office, 
a ldressed to this place. 
The letter ar­ 
rived on the 7th day of Ju ly —fifteen 
days coming a distance of about three 
miles. 
The work of laying the new steel 
rails has been commenced by the Vir­ 
ginia and Truckee 
Hail road, at a

The steel 
rails will last about five times as long 
as iron ones. 
A n armed guard is still on duty 
nightly at the Ophir mine.

Cornelius, living 
over in E ast Belmont, while walking 
over the m ountain in which the Q uin­ 
tero mine is located, and about 250 
yards southwest of the shaft of the 
same, on the afternoon of Sunday last, 
found a skull, apparently tlrat of a 
white m an. The teeth in the upper 
jaw were full, and at the time death 
ensued "had been sound. 
A small

The Schome coal mine, in W ashing­ 
ton Territory, shipped to Ban F ran ­ 
cisco last year 21,211 tons of coal, 
against 4,100 tons the year before. 
Governor Potts, of Montana,- sent 
ten thousand pounds of cartridges to 
Diamond City, to be used by the peo­ 
ple of Meagher county in home defense 
against Indians. 
S. A. Dickey, post trader at Fort 
Lincoln, near Bismarck, Dakota, ad­ 
vertises to his creditors in the Tribune 
th a t unless they appear and settle at 
once legaL proceeding will lie com­ 
menced against them . 
A ledge of soapstone lias been dis­ 
covered in City Creek Canon, about 
two miles from Salt Lake.

The late rains in Powder river val­ 
ley have prevented the necessity of ar­ 
tificial irrigation.

of 500 lambs, which he values at $2 per 
head; this makes $1,000 more.

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Nevada Items. 
Citizens oí' Pincho are now passing1 
through their heated term, the ther­ 
mometer marking at noon 112° in the 
shade. 
A fire at Carson City on Monday 
night, in the ham ;s« shop of James 
Levid, destroyed §2,">00 worth of prop­ 
erty before being extinguished. 
At Itono, Elko, Winnemucca, and 
all tho cities of the plains, the weather 
is now intensely hot, the mercury 
standing t.t from ICO to 110 degrees iti 
the shade. 
On tho 23d of June, says the Silver 
City Times, a letter was mailed and 
post-marked at the Virginia office, 
a ldressed to this place. The letter ar­ 
rived on the 7th day of July—fifteen 
days coming a distance of about three 
miles. 
The work of laying the new steel 
rails has been commenced by tlie Vir­ 
ginia and Truckee Itailroad, at a 
point just below the trestlework cross­ 
ing Crown Point Ravine. The steel 
rails will last about five times as long 
as iron ones. 
An armed guard is still on duty 
nightly at the Ophir mine. It is not 
likely that the opposition will attempt 
to eject the parties in possession by 
force of arms. It is too late in the 
day for that kind of business in this 
part of tho State. 
Several farms on tlie upper waters 
of Carson river were considerably 
damaged by being inundated and cov­ 
ered with wood on the occasion of the 
breaking of the big wood-boom, a few 
days since, says the Virginia Enter­ 
prise of Tuesday. 
Last Spring, says the Austin llcvcille, 
a great many people advocated crema­ 
tion. We would like to see the color 
of a man’s hair who would dare to 
favor it in Austin just now. 
it’s a 
very comfortable suggestion in cold 
weather, but it won’t do in the present 
state of tlie thermometer. 
The Belmont Courier of Hie lltli has 
the following: “ It. Cornelius, living 
over in East Belmont, while walking 
over the mountain in which tlie Quin­ 
tero mine is located, and about 250 
yards southwest of the shaft of the 
same, on the afternoon of Sunday last, 
found a skull, apparently tlmt of a 
white man. The teeth in the upper 
jaw were full, and at the time death 
ensued "had been sound. 
A small 
quantity of hair of a light brown 
color remained on the back of the 
skull, which was minus the left ear, 
and had a biillet-hole in the left side, 
with no sign of having passed through 
the skull. To all appearances we 
should guess the age of the deceased 
to have been thirty-five years, and tho 
time since death took place fully three 
years, with a possibility of five. Some 
are of the opinion that it is the re­ 
mains of a Frenchman wlio mysteri­ 
ously disappeared from tlie Monitor- 
Belmont mill some three years ago, 
but nothing positive is known, as none 
who knew tlie Frenchman are able to 
identify the skull. It is prol able that 
tho whole affair will remain a mys­ 
tery, as it is not likely, if foul play ex­ 
isted, after so long a time, that any 
clue can he obtained.” 


The Territories. 
The new steam trip hammer at Port 
Gamble, W. T., isa grand success. 
A stable roof in Missoula, Montana, 
fell a few days ago, and killed five 
horses belonging to Lent & Osborne. 
The Territorial warrants of New 
Mexico are reported as selling at 00 
cents on the dollar, with an upward 
tendency. 
The late fire in Central City, Colo­ 
rado, destroyed about 125 buildings, 
principally business houses. The total 
loss is estimated at $500,000. 
There are still one thousand Apaches 
fit for tlie field, notwithstanding the 
decimation of their tribe so frequently 
by General Crook’s command. 
The Sehome coal mine, in W ashing­ 
ton Territory, shipped to Sail Fran­ 
cisco last year 21,211 tons of coal, 
against 4,100 tons the year before. 
Governor Potts, of Montana,- sent 
ten thousand pounds of cartridges to 
Diamond City, to be used by the peo­ 
ple of Meaghercounty in home defense 
against Indians. 
S. A. Dickey, post trader at Fort 
Lincoln, near Bismarck, Dakota, ad­ 
vertises to his creditors in the Tribune 
that unless they appear and settle at 
once legal proceeding will be com­ 
menced against them. 
A ledge of soapstone has been dis­ 
covered in C'ity Creek Cailon, about 
two miles from Salt Lake. The ledge 
has already developed to a thickness 
of six feet, and shows an inexhaust­ 
ible supply of the material.

E ditor H e r a ld:—There seems to 
he quite an excitement among people 
in various parts of the State in regard 
to tlie oil wells of San Fernando. 
Many parties arrive here daily en 
route for this new El Dorado. I, the 
other day, met with a gentleman who 
had just returned from a visit to the 
springs, and he gave me a very glow­ 
ing description of them, and he spoke 
whereof he knew, having been a res­ 
ident of the oil country of Pennsyl­ 
vania. I was curious to know what 
kind of a formation the oleaginous 
fluid was found in. Hestatcdthat it was 
found in the limestone and sandstone 
formations; that in many places he 
found better indications than in many 
places in Pennsylvania that had 
proved very productive, and had made 
immense wealth for their fortunate 
owners. He also informed me that 
the oil of San Fernando would yield 
a commercial percentage of seventy- 
five to ninety per cent.; that they ob­ 
tained at the new works a first-class 
illuminating oil of forty to fifty per 
cent., and besides showing a consider­ 
able amount of parafine, naptba and 
lubricating oil.

Farmers are in great demand in 
Yamhill county. 
Work has been commenced on the 
Grangers’ building at McMinnville. 
Messrs. Ka.v, Croft it Co., of (be 
Brownsville Woolen Mills, have aguin 
resumed work with about twenty-five 
operatives. 
The reward for tlie apprehension 
and conviction of the murderer of Con­ 
rad Warner, at Salem, has been raised 
to S500. 
Brownsville is flourishing. Prop­ 
erty is increasing in valuation and 
scarcely an empty house in town. A 
year ago there were fifty unoccupied 
houses. 
.T. P. Locey, living three miles cast 
of Salem, has shown the Record a 
specimen of Chili club wheat sown in 
March, well headed and five a nil a half 
feet in height. 
Dr. D. M. Jones has been elected to 
fill the chair of Materia Medica and i 
Therapeutics in the Medical Depart- ! 
tnent of Willamette University for tlie | 
ensuing year. 
The late rains in Powder river val­ 
ley have prevented the necessity of ar­ 
tificial irrigation. Crops of all kinds, 
especially stftall cereals, look better 
than usual. 
Two Albany girls were fooling 
around a raft of legs, when one of 
them slipped into the water, and had 
not the other young lady, who was a 
good swimmer, plunged in after her, 
site would have drowned. 
The Yamhill Reporter says: “Farms 
are in great demand, either to rent or 
buy. There is more search for land 
this year than has ever been known 
in our county before. This is a favor­ 
able omen, showing that the merits of 
our county are recognized and appre­ 
ciated.” * 
Messrs. Kay, Croft & Co., of (lie 
Eagle Woolen Mills at Brownsville, 
have again resumed work, with about 
twenty-five operatives. Ten loomsare 
running, and as fine fabrics as were 
ever manufactured in Oregon are be­ 
ing turned out in immense quantities. 
This is an important enterprise to 
Brownsville, as well as to Linn coun­ 
ty, and we are glad it is succeeding so 
w ell. 
Joseph Southwell informs the Moun­ 
taineer that he raised 5,787 pounds of 
wool from a band of 800 sheep (an av­ 
erage of a little over seven pounds per 
head), which lie sold for 25 cents a 
pound, realizing the snug little sum 
of $1,440 75. He has also an increase 
of 500 lambs, which he values at $2 per 
head; this makes $1,000 more. Total 
increase from 800 sheep for one year, 
over $2,400. This is a fair sample of 
the general result of tho sheep busi­ 
ness in eastern Oregon and Washing­ 
ton Territory for tlie present season. 
Past year tiie returns were still better. 
These sheep.were brought from Lane 
county two years ago, where they av­ 
eraged four pounds per head.

The waste 
land is the wash or wide dry river-bed, 
and two patches of the plateau, where 
the upper line intersects the Ctfca- 
monga and San Antonio creek. The 
second-class is very coarse and grav­ 
elly. 
It will be remcmbofed that the 
formation of all the soil is mountain 
wash, the finest being farthest from 
the mouth of the cafion, or longest ¡11 
state of decomposition. 
It has all 
taken 011 considerable vegetable mat­ 
ter, and in some localities it is approx­ 
imating a light clay formation. Prob­ 
ably 110 soil exists in this favored 
country better compounded for the 
growth of the orange and vine. Of 
course the drainage is perfect, and 
liiis fact combined with the other fact 
that the soil is open, admitting the 
heat and electricity of the sun to the 
roots 
of 
the young 
tree, makes 
an abundance of water indispensible. 
it is said that the black sand serves 
to gather and conduct the -electricity 
which vitalizes the plant. 
It is the 
water that gives value to tlie land. 
The questions of quantity and cer­ 
ta inty of water are the only questions 
re juiring consideration. 
The Cuca­ 
monga creek, is a short, bold, precip­ 
itous stream, 
as 
pure 
and 
clear 
as ever gushed from mountain side 
or washed a granite pebble bed. 
About a mile from the mouth of the 
cafion is a fall, about ten feet perpen­ 
dicular, where all the water is exposed 
To view. 
M r. H a n s e n , engineer, in 
company with Mr. Mri.ES, Superin­ 
tendent of the City Water Works, 
made an estimate and partial measure­ 
ment of the water 011 the 7th of July, 
“ and find a stream of four square feet, 
cross section, and a velocity (calcu­ 
lated by the M t l e s-V a s q u e z watch) 
of about two and a half miles per 
hour.” It seemed to our informant’s 
eye to have a velocity of about twenty 
miles per hour. The calculations of 
the experts give 462,528,000 cubic feet 
per year when placed and standing 
still in reservoirs, or 8,631 gallons of 
water for each tree on 5,000 acres, 
counting seventy-five trees per acre. 
To state the quantity of water in a 
simpler manner, the engineers make 
210,800,000 superficial feet in 5,000 
acres, to which are distributed 462,628,­ 
000 cubic feet of water—equal toa rain­ 
fall of about twenty-five inches. This 
added to the natural raiti-fall—say 
twenty 
inches — makes 
froty-five 
inches of water annually over the 
whole surface. In addition to this, 
the Association can establish a fine 
mill power at the points where they 
drop the water into the reservoirs. 
They should spare no additional cost, 
either in size of pipe or in obtaining 
pressure by reaching a higher point of 
diversion. A flour mill, a planing 
mill for San Bernardino lumber, and 
a woolen mill, will be useful incidents 
to the new colony. If the company 
expect success, they must be scientific, 
efficient and thorough on this water 
question, for water! water!! water!!! 
is the great requirement. There is 
an

It

taken from the bed of the stream 
high up and conducted in large, strong 
iron pipes along the precipitous moun­ 
tain side to the upper side of the pla­ 
teau, and deposited in an immense 
reservoir for further distribution. No 
half-way work, or doubtful engineer­ 
ing, or guess-work calculations, or 
sham economy in this particular 
should be tolerated or acted upon for a 
moment. 
The final success of the 
whole plan depends upon thorough­ 
ness and intelligent direction in this 
part of the work. This is the part 
that tries the purse-strings. Appar­ 
ently it cannot cost less than fifty 
thousand dollars to make a thorough 
job of it. 
W ithout a guarantee of this 
being done, stockholders will have 110 
certainty; with it, there can be 110 
doubt. There are some other sources 
of water, but they are smaller or sec­ 
ondary, or contingent. 
There are- 
plenty of trout in the stream. 
Dis­ 
count the calculations one-half as a 
margin for unexpected casualties, and 
for dry years, and there is still water 
onougli for tree culture. The stream, 
soon after leaving the falls, com­ 
mences to diminish, and finally sinks 
itself in its own bed near the m o u th 
of the cañón. 


Special Corporate Rights. 


We have been requested to cite the 
law in support of the argument ad­ 
vanced yesterday 011 the correctness 
of the Supreme Court’s recent decision 
in the case of San Francisco vs. Spring 
Valley W ater Company. The funda­ 
mental law is found in Section. 31 of 
Article four of the Constitution of the 
State of California, which reads as 
follows: “Corporations may he formed 
“ under general laws but shall not be 
“created by special Act, except for 
“ municipal purposes.” This is law 
enough to destroy all special individ­ 
ual or corporate franchises obtained 
through special acts of the Legisla­ 
ture. 
But we have still more, if not 
higher law iu support of the illegality 
of all special franchise legislation. J 11 
21st Cal., Fall vs. County of Sutter, 
page 212, will be found the opinion of 
Chief Justice T avev on this imnor- 
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"do 
o 
by 
the Constitution 
tin- 
“der which they arc elected. “They 
“cannot, 
therefore, 
by 
contract, 
“deprive a future Legislature .of the 
“power of imposing any tax they may 
“deem necessary for the public service 
“or of exercising any other act of sov- 
“reignty confided to the legislative 
“ body, unless the power to make such 
“contract is conferred upon them by the 
“Constitution of the Stale; and on 
“every controversy on this subject of 
“the question must depend upon the 
“Constitution of the State, and the t-x- 
“ tent of the power thereby conferred 
“on t he legislative body.” This is high 
authority, and after reading it a cor­ 
poration enjoying special privileges 
need only determine the nature of its 
formation to at once reach its legal 
status. If formed under the general 
laws its existence is a fixed fact, hut 
it is entitled to no special rights nor 
exclusive franchises, and if it has been 
enjoyiug such privileges, they are 
mere favors from a community, and 
cannot be maintained as legal rights. 
The Supreme Court of the State says: 
“ With no limitation upon the discre­ 
t i o n of the Legislature in respect to 
“ the particular powers and privileges 
“ to he granted to each, nor as to the 
“ innumerable purposes for which cor­ 
porations might be formed, nor as to 
“the term of their duration, gross abus- 
“es necessarily resulted from such a 
“system.” This ought to forever settle 
the question of special franchise in 
California. Everything of the kind 
ever granted is unconstitutional and 
110 claim of the kind is valid orean 
be maintained. 


Unjust Censure. 


If we understand the remarks of the 
L\rpress on the acquittal of F e r n a n ­ 


d e z , they are intended to reflect on 
the jury system in general, and 011 the 
jury that tried this case in particular. 
We do not believe good will result 
from an indulgence in the freeman’s 
right to say what he pleases about 
everybody, to the extent of condemn­ 
ing the verdict of a jury where the 
self-assumed judge has not heard or 
read the evidence on which that ver­ 
dict was found. 
It has become too 
much the practice with journalists to 
censure a jury 011 the finding of a ver­ 
dict which does not conform to their 
idea of what it should be. When a 
killing occurs almost all kinds of ru­ 
mors and reports prevail as to the 
cause and the circumstances, and it is 
upon these, public opinion is formed. 
It is upon these and the heterogenous 
mass of evidence detailed before the 
Coroner’s Jury that many unjust and 
often injurious editorials are written. 
This is bad enough; but when, after 
patiently listening for days to the evi­ 
dence brought fortli in a murder trial, 
a jury finds its verdict set aside and 
tlie motives and intelligence of the 
jurymen questioned by an editor who 
has not heard the testimony, the pro­ 
vocation Decomcs so great that a 
Court should treat the act in the light 
of a contempt. 
It is the business of a 
jury to hear the evidence of a case and 
verdicts 
found 011 
such evidence 
should not be too hastily condemned 
by those who know nothing of tiie 
faets and but little of the law. 


Mr. Bolander. 


A number of those journals that 
were most industrious in securing the 
elect ion of Superintendent B o l a n d e r 
are uoav foremost among his con- 
demners. The new school law is his 
offspring, and was passed at his solici­ 
tation, but it is a poor law and will 
work serious injury throughout the 
State. The San Jose Mercury one of 
the Superintendent’s old friends and 
advocates, remarks as follows: “Bo- 
landor’s new school law virtually does 
away with second and third grade 
certificates, and city Boards are pro­ 
hibited from renewing third grades. 
To receive a certificate, even to teach 
a backwoods 
priAary school, the 
teacher must obtain eighty-five per 
cent, on all studies, algebra and phi­ 
losophy included. This law was evi- 
intended as a “drive” at the State 
Normal School. If rigidly enforced 
it will close up four-fifths of the pub­ 
lic schools of the State.” The Chris­ 
tian Advocate, another paper that la­ 
bored as hard as a sectariau paper 
ever labors at any task, to secure the 
election of B o l a n d e r , says: “There 
is 110 State office of greater impor­ 
tance than that of Superintendent of 
Public Schools. The post ought tobe 
tilled by a man of practical views and 
sterling common sense. The convic­ 
tion prevails—and it is increasing— 
that the present incumbent is a failure; 
yet there is no remedy within our 
reach at present. Our schools must 
limp along as best they can till the 
day of deliverance comes.” 


Tin: Petaluma Argus does not see 
that Congressman L e t t r e i . l comes 
home with anything to be proud of.

The Miner says Prescott has ten or 
eleven drinking saloons, one of which 
furnishes drinks and cigars at a bit 
apiece; the remainder stick to the old 
price, two hits. 
Telegrams from San Carlos say the 
Apaches on that Reservation are be­ 
having excellently under military 
management, and they are now liar- 
vesting their grain crop, which is very 
heavy. 
The Phoenix correspondent of the 
Miner says: The harvest is about over 
and the threshers are beginning their 
work. 1 think the crops will be short 
of the estimates made before harvest. 
Not so many acres were cut as last 
year, and the grain is light. There is 
plenty, however, for the prices that 
are offered. Only think of one cent 
per pound for barley, when men have 
to cut it in such hot weather. 
W ater is very scarce in the valley. 
The river has plenty of it, but the 
ditches are all too high, the bed of the 
river having been lowered from one to 
two feet by the freshet of last Winter. 
There are plenty of fish in the river 
and fishing parties are all the rage.

A fire has been raging in the woods 
east of Auburn.

New wheat is arriving at South Val­ 
lejo at the rate of 200 tons a day. 
Rich specimens of gold quartz have 
been discovered about fifteen miles 
distant from 
tlie Holcomb Valley 
mines. 
The smelting-works at Sacramento 
have quit; cause—no water. While 
going, they produced 45 tons of bullion 
from 107 tons of ore. 
A band of 2,400 sheep belonging to 
Messrs. Anderson and Parks Bros., 
passed through Westland to join an­ 
other band in the tules, of 8,000. 
Preparations are being made at 
Marysville to raise the steamer Belle, 
snagged three years ago with a cargo 
on board, and $3,000, at the junction 
of the Yuba and Feather rivers. 
Business is not as lively in Truckee 
as it has been in former years, but yet 
the town is improving and increasing 
in population. Over twenty dwelling 
houses have been built within the past 
two months. 
There is considerable complaint in 
Vallejo at the quality of water now 
furnished by the water company. The 
trouble is that the water iu Lake Cha- 
bot is fermenting, and will be unpleas­ 
ant to the taste and smell until the 
fermentation ceases.

It is plain to be seen that Los 
Angeles county is the represent­ 
ative county of Southern Califor­ 
nia, and tiie emporium of Los 
Angeles county and Southern 
California is Los Angeles City, 
centrally located therein ; also 
centrally located in the best val­ 
ley on the Globe. 


Prof. Denton’s Fourth Lecture. 


The lecturer commenced by point­ 
ing out the sandstone formations in 
this country. 
This formation con­ 
tains very few fossiliferous remains. 
W e find a few indications of anim al 
life here. Impressions in great quan­ 
tities are found in tlie valley of the 
Connecticut. 
The remains of one 
hundred and nineteen varieties of the 
anim al kingdom of th at period have 
been indicated in the slabs of sand­ 
stone—some of enormous size. 
Birds 
th at must have stood twelve feet high 
and weighed four to eight hundred 
pounds; 
tiie "feet of frogs eighteen 
incites long—these frogs m ust have 
been nearly as large as elephants; 
lizard feet, fifteen inches long; 
re­ 
m arkably si range forms of anim als in 
t Hut period. 
From the reptiles came 
the birds; there was then a link be­ 
tween them. 
The lecturer pictured 
scenes which were likely to exist Ij c - 
tween those terr.ble creitures. 
H ad 
wc not found these impressions, we 
should know but little of these ages. 
In the sandstone deposits for the first 
time we find mammals. 
Just as we 
find the linking forms between reptiles 
and birds, so here we find the linking 
forms between birds and mammals. 
So we shall find linking forms be­ 
tween beasts and man. 
Not m any of 
these linking forms exist now. 
“ My 
lecture to-night is tHe age of reptiles” 
—and he represented from his charts 
the forms of the various monsters that 
m ust have existed in this period. 
Monsters with jaw s seven feet long; 
others with eyes thirteen inches in di­ 
am eter; some m ust have been sixty 
feet 
long — those which could fly, 
walk, jum p, swim, live out of water 
or tinder water, and adapted to all 
conditions of life. 
If m an could have 
looked down upon the scenes transpir­ 
ing upon the earth then, he would 
liavc witnessed sights too horrible to 
paint. 
But these monsters had to 
exist th a t we m ight exist. 
They, in 
the economy of God, came along in 
the history of our planet. 
W hen the 
earth was good for reptiles, it was not 
good for vegetable growth. 
W hen it 
was good for birds, it was not good for 
reptiles. 
When it was 
good for 
beasts, it was not good for birds, and 
when it was good for man, it was not 
good for beasts. Tins is a poor age for 
beasts, but a good ago for man. The 
earth will be getting better for man 
and poorer for everything else. It was 
made for man, for his development, 
his advancement. 
Here we see the 
importance of the study of geology. 
Above this formation we find the cre­ 
taceous or chalk formations. 
Science 
until recently has not been able to 
fathom this interesting deposit. There 
is no real chalk or flint on this conti­ 
nent. 
Shells by millions are found in 
this formation, and it is from w hat we 
find deposited in, or tiie impressions 
made on the formations, that we can 
determ ine the age of the formation 
and follow the changes in, and tiie rise 
of anim al life from tiie lowest order to 
man. 
In the interior of the continent, 
in Colorado, which was once tiie bot­ 
tom of the ocean and lias been up- 
heaved, we find indications of m on­ 
sters sixty or seventy feet long. 
For the first time in the cretaceous 
deposits we find our present forms of 
trees. 
After some feeljng comments on the 
poor attention given by the citizens of 
Los Angeles to this interesting sci­ 
ence in which all ought to be inter­ 
ested and teach to our children, the 
lecturer announced the theme for Mon­ 
day n ight’s lecture, “ Tne Period of 
M ammals,” and th a t 
for Tuesday 
night, “ The Period of Man—OurOwn 
Period.” 


Prof. Denton’s Lectures. 


W e feel like being a little severe on 
the intelligent public of Los Angeles 
(for we boast of as much Intelligence, 
refinement and culture as any city 
similarly situated). Yet when one of 
Am erica’s most scientific and worthy 
lecturers—a distinguished scientist— 
conies am ongst us to deliver a course 
of scientific lectures on the most in­ 
teresting subject which man lias ever 
investigated, his 
lectures are not 
seemingly appreciated. 
H e is an ear­ 
nest, interesting speaker, and in every 
way “ master of the situation.” 
Yet 
the first three of his lectures have been, 
we think, but poorly attended ; for 
certainly the largest liall in this city 
ought to be filled 
every evening. 
Now, 
among 
all 
of 
our 
distin­ 
guished 
citizens, who did we see 
there Friday night, a t the largest at­ 
tendance? 
W e can mention but few, 
and let us nam e some: 
Col. B. C. 
W hiting and daughter, H. H aggan 
and lady, T. A. Garey and family, Dr. 
Edgar and lady, Dr. K. I). Wise, M. 
Keller, Esq., S. L. Dewey, Esq., Judge 
Lindley, and others unknown to us. 
Bast nig h t the lecture was unusually 
interesting, but tlie attendance very 
meagre. 
’ fis seldom we have such a 
treat as Prof. Denton is giving us, and 
we, as a people, ought to show a higher 
appreciation of meritorious talent and 
worth than we have in this ease. 


Our San Diego exchanges are filled 
with reports of the preliminary trial of 
Collector McCormick. Captain F in ­ 
negans, the detective who caused tlie 
arrest of 
McCormick, 
and several 
other material witnesses were ex am ­ 
ined Thursday. The evidence begins 
to point more directly to “ something 
rotten in D enm ark,” though no very 
accurate conclusions can yet be drawn. 


LAY SERNION NO. 5. 


T h o u g h ts f.ir S u n d a y M e n t a t i o n . 


“ I w ill opon m y m o u th In a p a rab le.’’—Vs w. ms 
lx x v iii, 1. 
In the Bible, there is a perpetual 
repetition of first principles, which 
are presented to us in an endless vari­ 
ety of form and application. These 
principles are: First, the fact of spir­ 
itual existence; second, Jehovah, the 
Lord, the W ord; third, Heaven and 
the Church; fourth, m an’s life as con­ 
nected with them ; fifth, the final sep­ 
aration of the evil and the good. There 
Is no portion of tlie inspired Scriptures 
that does not refer, directly or indi­ 
rectly, to one of those first principles. 
But, as stated in Lay Sermon No. 4, 
the tru th connected with these great 
principles descends to us clothed or 
shaded to suit the moral state in which 
it finds us. If, in a state of purity, the 
truth comforts, elevates and strength­ 
ens; while the reverse is the case with 
the corrupt and vitiated mind. 
If all 
men were pure, the Lord and angels 
could communicate w ith the inhabit­ 
ants of the earth as m an communi­ 
cates with his follow, but in the pro­ 
portion that corruption supplants pur­ 
ity, just in th a t degree does heavenly 
communication become obscure. 
From the day that man turned his 
face from Heaven, lias lie rejected 
heavenly intercourse,even the thought 
of a ghost or spirit alarm s him. 
N ot­ 
w ithstanding there is so much said 
and written about spirit communica­ 
tion at tiie present time, there is not 
one in ten thousand th at would not be 
shocked and unnerved if they were 
brought face to face with a spirit. 
When 
nan sinned against Heaven, 
his first effort was to hide himself 
from God, and from th at day lie lias 
avoided 
spiritual intercourse. 
And 
from the date of th at sad event, all the 
spiritual truths th at have been com­ 
municated to m ankind were communi­ 
cated through a man, or some being 
assum ing the shape and appearance of 
a man. 
No other beings could have 
approached sufficiently near to man to 
instruct him oil 
those momentous 
questions, for man could not endure 
the presence of any other. 
Spiritual truths, as well as spiritual 
beings, were also shocking and repuls­ 
ive to man. 
Consequently the Lord 
in His great love and mercy to man, 
not only veiled Him self in hum anity, 
but He veiled orshaded H is word with 
material tilings, in order that it should 
reach man through his understanding. 
This is n o ta vague supposition; inspi­ 
ration lieelares the same truth. 
“ If I 
speak to you of natural things and you 
do not understand, how can you under» 
stand if I speak to you of spiritual 
tilings ?” 
There are m any passages 
in the Bible of the same purport. 
Now with 
this 
understanding as 
to 
t lie 
reason 
w hy 
the 
sacred 
Scripture 
was 
written 
in 
sym ­ 
bols, it «loes appear strange that any 
thinking person should reject it. W ith 
the acknowledgment of 
this great 
principle, we can readily see the ne­ 
cessity for tlie great variety of sym ­ 
bols to illustrate the same truths. 
The perceptive faculties, the disposi­ 
tion and habits of the hum an race, are 
us diversified as their faces; hence, 
that all m ight be left without excuse, 
tiie same truths were presented to 
each one in a m anner to be most read­ 
ily understood. To the farmer, the 
Lord clothed His truth in the parable 
of the sower; to the merchant iu tiie 
parable of the jewel; to the house wife 
by the parable of the lost penny, and 
so to the shepherd, the wine-grower, 
tiie builder, the warrior—in fact, every 
class of hum anity are taught the same 
great truths in a m anner best adapted 
to suit their understandings. 
Thus 
the truths of the Bible surround these 
first principles as the limbs and foli­ 
age of a tree surround, adorn and rep­ 
resent the trunk. And as every limb 
and every leaf in some measure pre­ 
sents to view the tree on which it 
grew, so does every symbol in God’s 
word present to the mind the great 
spiritual truths which it represents. 
W hen reading the Bible by the 
light of these symbols, we shall see 
th at what ails man is not that lie is 
under the “ curse ” of divine judicial 
“ w rath” and “ justice,” but tiiat he is 
under the curse simply of disease. For 
wo shall see th at m an’s relation to 
God is that of tiie branch to the vine, 
and hence th a t the law» be has vio­ 
lated are not those of external arbi­ 
trary command, but they aro simply 
laws of life—i. e., laws of spiritual 
health, which is m an’s life. 
W e shall 
see that man is, in his relation to liis 
Heavenly Father, as a sick child, 
which was or is in bondage to de­ 
generate dispositions, and therefore 
needed to be redeemed or rescued 
from such bondage, and to bo cured or 
restored to spiritual health, thus to 
his true relation to his Father, as a 
healthy branch to the vine. And 
with these views wo can understand 
why the Lord clothed H im self in tlie 
form of a m an and came near to us to 
teach us the way to Heaven and hap­ 
piness. 
To impress this truth more forcibly 
upon your mind we will illustruto it 
thus: suppose you possesseil a pet bird 
that was very fond of you and gave 
you great pleasure. 
By some misfor­ 
tune it was caught in a storm and 
driven into a distant forest, it soon be­ 
comes wild and afraid of man. 
If you 
were to send vour servant for the bird 


it could not be caught; if you should 
ro yourself, your effort would be as 
fruitless as th a t of your servant, for 
its very nature now is to fear m an. 
But suppose you had the power to 
change yourself into the form of that 
bird— could assume its plumage, adopt 
its habits and warble its songs. In 
such conditions you could visit your 
pet, become familiar with it, and learn 
it to love you again to such a degree 
that your absence would cause sorrow 
and anxiety so much th at it would 
follow you; then it would gladly rise 
upon its pinions and follow you back 
to its old home. 
Thus lias the Lord acted toward His 
children. 
W hen the storm of evil had 
driven m an from the presence of 
Heaven, an angel could not approach 
us (we were afraid of spirits) neither 
could an angel have driven back the 
powers th a t chained us. 
Hence it was 
necessary th at Divinity, who had tlie 
power to assume hum anity, and to 
subdue (lie powers of evil, should take 
upon Himself our nature, and become 
so much the brother and friend of all 
that sorrow would fill every heart, 
w ithout H is presence. 
W here is the heart th at is not filled 
with love and admiration for the char­ 
acter of Jesus. 
All men adm ire H im . 
And H e lias clearly marked out the 
way back to our F ather’s house, and 
millions are following H im home. 
Tt is by His life th at Ho saves us, not 
by his death.
